The popn- 
lar voice is of course agaiiisi the policy of 
Victor Emmanuel ; but eo long hb ho lias ibe 
army on bis side (and from the rendiness iu 
which it has obeyed his orders it is evidom 
that it is lo}al), do foar need be ootertained 
of the King e.tporieaoing any very serioaa 
difTiculty at home.

Swinimieh and Viotoria being out of order. 
Wo are glad to learn, however, thut on Bun- 
day night a special bout was chartered by 
the doctor, and leogtliy dt'Fpaichci, furoieh- 
ing a full description of llm cerernoni-a at- 
tendiog the trnngfer of tbe territory to iho 
United Siutos, sent to Swioitniafa, from 
which point Ihe line is in working order to 
San Francisco. The boat reached Swini- 
nlstt^station at 9 o'clock yesterday moratng, 
From-San Francidco, tbe telegrama were 
doabtlegs sent over tbe wiiea to New Votk 
' Oit; last eveniog, aod will appear 2At> morn- 
i?»^r in the New York Herald al least forty- 
eight hours in advaDCO of any Calitoroia 
Dcwspapar, and three days ahead ui nuy oioer 
New Yori£ jouroal. Tbe cost ot the telegram 
will be about SIOOO. The doelor appears lo 
be a man who ia nol easily baalked in the 
fartberance of the iotereals of the great pa^ 
per he reprcsentg. When the Stephens 
reached Nuoaimo, on Saturday morning, he 
•lipped quiucly ashore, and chartered an In- 
dian crew to puddle hitn in a ciiooe to the 
bead of Saanich Arm. Tbe Jndiaos be- 
longed to Queoo Oharlolle Island, and nol 
beiog acqaaiDied with tbe torlaiaa obaDoel 
tbrough tbe islauda, got lost. All Salorday 
nigbt tbe party were exposed to the pitiless 
peltings of a severe gale, but oianfully con- 
tinaed their course. Shortly ufior daylight, 
when tbe cre<^ were about to relieqiiiab their 
efforts and were laikiog of rciurning, a thin 
volurae of smoke was discoTercd curling up 
from the shore. Heading the canoe for the 
spot, the doctor discovered a solitary settler 

10 a cabin engaged in cooking his evening 
meal, who iolurmed him that ha was within 
filteen miles ot^Victoria, and diteolcd him to 
tbe main.road. Shouldering bis despatch- 
bag, the correspcndeot proceeded to tiodge 
tbroDgb tbe mire towards Yioioria, and 
bad eoDtiDoed for an boar, wbeo be enddenly 
eosoaoteted a man on botBeback,' ridlog in 
the opposite direction.
